You might call it a lifestyle of ex- 
tremes — every month, a week or so of 
relaxing calm, then three weeks of in- 
tense labor culminating in publication. 
Add the telephone ringing from 6 a.m. 
to midnight or later, seven days a week 
(they even got a business call on Christ- 
mas!). Six whirlwind months of effort 
and activity, with few free weekends 
and constant deadlines, followed by six 
months of relative freedom to choose 
locales, play times, and relaxationtimes. 

That, more or less, is the way Lyle 
and Nancy Shipe have lived for the last 
quarter of a century — and they love tt! 

The Shipes publish, manage, and edit 
the Michigan Snowmobiler magazine, 
the first regional snowmobile publica- 
tion in the United States. They operate 
out of their Advance Road home, creat- 
ing the magazine that became the pro- 
totype for an industry. Many snowmo- 
bile enthusiasts speculate that the influ- 
ence of Michigan Snowmobiler is the 
driving force that made Michigan a 
premier snowmobile state. 

Whether true or not, the Shipes have 
definitely helped shape the local snow- 
mobile scene by offering constant sup- 
port, and as enthusiastic participants. 
Members of the East Jordan Chamber 
of Commerce Sno-Blast committee 
wanted to offer some recognition of 
those efforts, naming Lyle and Nancy 
this year’s Grand Marshals in the Sno- 
Blast Parade. 

“Once Lyle’snamecame up, we knew 
there was no other choice,” said com- 
mittee member Jean Pardee. “And we 
had to include Nancy, because behind 
every great man, there is a great 
woman.” 

Pardee said the Shipes have been 
furthering the cause of snowmobiling 
for 26 years.

Expanding on tradition 

How did a former Detroit police of- 
ficer and Korean War veteran, and his 
wife of 41 years end up in the snowmo- 
bile business? In 1965, the Shipes with 
their young family, decided they had 
enough of urban congestion and vio- 
lence. A brother owned a house in Boyne 
City, so the Shipes headed north, aim- 
ing for Boyne, but buying a farm on 
Miles Road instead. 

Lyle worked as a production man- 
ager at East Jordan Iron Works. while 
Nancy got a job as office manager for 
the EastJordan News-Herald. Her boss 
was Marshall Sayles. 

In 1967, Tom Galmore Sr., East 
Jordan's venerable snowmobile enthu- 
siast and dealer, approached Marshall 
Sayles with an idea, and between the 
two of them the Michigan Snowmobiler 
was born. The first issue was published 
in October, 1967. 

Marshall and his wife Wilma sold the 
News-Herald to finance the fledgling 
publication. Sold for a mere 25 cents, 
the magazine was distributed to manu- 
facturers, dealers and chambers of com- 
merce. By the early 1970s when the 
first snowmobile craze peaked, the 
Snownrobiler was published 12 months 
a year and distributed across the United 
States. 

In 1970, Lyle came on board to handle 
classified advertising sales, expanding 
quickly into displayed ad sales. Marshall 
soon promoted him to advertising man- 
agement and editor. 

When Marshall and Wilma retired, 
the Shipes took over as general man- 
ager and publisher of the magazine. 
Wilma continues to hold the majority 
stock in the company and retains the 
presidency. Her partnership is largely 
silent these days, as she allows the 
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LONG-TIME SNOWMOBILERS and promoters of the sport in Michi- 
gan, publishers Lyle and Nancy Shipe will lead the Sno-Blast Parade, 
Sat., Jan 20, 10:30 a.m., on Main Street in East Jordan. 


Shipes freedom to produce an obvi- 
ously very successful publication. 

“We discuss changes with her and 
keep her informed,” explained Lyle. 
He added he was recently gratified to 
hear Wilma say she thought Marshall 
would be happy with how the paper 
looks today. 

“It’s really still his concept,” said 
Nancy. “We’ve upgraded technically, 
and printing has changed a lot since his 
death, but it’s still the same magazine.”

Not all the changes were successful — 
for example, when they became the 
official paper for a national snowmo- 
bile association, they lost too much 
freedom. 

“They didn’t want us to cover rac- 
ing,” explained Lyle. 

“You lose control when it’s their pa- 
per,” Nancy added. The Shipes weighed 
the advantages and disadvantages, then 
severed that relationship. 

They also stopped trying to seil the 
magazine on general news stands. Ex- 
cept for a few local places, distribution

“There’s a little something for every- 
one,” said Nancy. 

Production values have improved, and 
full color photography and advertising 
is aregular feature. The Shipes recently 
turned all setting of copy and page 
production, now completely computer- 
ized, over to Kay Rewald. She works 
out of her own home on Korthase Road. 

Although approaching that age, Lyle 
and Nancy have no intentions of retir- 
ing. 

“T love doing this,” said Lyle. “It’s 
not a job to me.” The majority of his 
time goes to sales — he contacts clients 
across the U.S. and Canada, usually by

The time was 1870, and America had long before 
won her independence and the right to be known as a 
free people. In Europe, tales of the new world were on 
many tongues. As poverty-stricken Europeans of 
many countries talked of the dream of freedom, the 
demands of the feudal life they continued to live 
seemed to chafe more than ever. To them, America 
became the symbol of escape. 

From this atmosphere was born a growing pioneer 
Spirit, especially from those countries where the people 
lived off the land — land that was dwindling and worn 
out, 

Young men ready to strike out for themselves, 
young women of adventurous spirit, and often whole 
families filled boat after boat and headed for America, 
the Utopia of the 19th century. 

At least one country, Czechoslovakia, did what 


they could too insure the welfare of their people by 
sending advance agents to spot suitable locations. 
Theses were listed in Czech newspapers. 

This was an important service for the Bohemian- 
speaking peoples, for community gatherings and 
church services played a large part in their lives, and 
without them they often became lonely and discour- 
aged. For this reason, and because they did not speak 
English as so many of the early settlers did, it seemed 
advisable for them to find a good farming area and to 
settle in groups forming their own communities. 

We haveno record now of the man who scouted this 
territory, but we know that someone traveled many 
miles of forests and streams, pushing through hills 
and valleys before they reached the local area known 
to us as the Bohemian Hills or simply, “the settle- 
ment.” 

Neither do we know how many may have settled 


here by following his directions, but we do know of 
one family read such a paper after they had already 
made the ocean voyage and settled in Racine, Wis. 

This was the family of Anton Josifec. Anton and his 
wife Antonettie, brought with them five children, four 
girls andone son. The youngest of the girls, Josephine, 
learned to walk during the trip. 

For about two years the family lived in Racine. 
Anton made his living as a bricklayer and stone 
mason. During this time another child was born. 

After reading the ad in their Czech paper telling of 
suitable available land in Michigan, they decided to 
take advantage of the opportunity and after making 
the major part of the journey by large and small boats, 
they eventually found themselves following a blazed 
trail from the shores of the Jordan River.

Know what your hardwood timber is worth 


Landowners and others interested in learning more 
about hardwood timber stands should attend the up- 
coming “Management and Marketing of Hardwood 
Timber” workshop sponsored by Antrim County MSU 
Extension and the Antrim Conservation District. 

The program is scheduled for Sat., Jan. 20, from 
9:30 a.m. to noon in the second floor commissioner's 
room of the Antrim County Building on Cayuga 
Street in Bellaire. 

Have you been contacted recently about selling 
timber from your property? Do you think you might 
have something of value in that woodlot? Depending 
upon the size and condition of trees on your property, 
they could be worth a small fortune. However, selling 
timber can be a risky bsuiness if the landowner is not 
well-informed about how to plan a timber sale. 

“It’s very important that a landowner knows what 
his or her timber is worth and which trees are the most 
valuable,” says Russell Kidd, a forester with the MSU 
Extension Service. “The key to negotiating a good 
price for your timber is being an informed seller. 
Smart landowners seek advice and ask questions 


before the first tree is ever cut from their property.” 

Right now, high-value hardwoods such as red and 
white oak and hard maple are in high demand and 
decent prices are being paid for top grades and veneer 
logs. The strong market demand is causing buyers to 
purchase as much timber as possible from private 
landowners throughout northern Michigan. 

“High value hardwoods should not be harvested 
before they’ve reached ideal size and maturity,” says 
Kidd. “For example, on our good soils, red oak is 
often not mature until it reaches 18 to 22 inches in 
diameter. If such trees are cut at 12 inches in size, the 
landowner does not benefit from its true potential 
value.” 

Professional forestry help is available from a num- 
ber of sources. Antrim, Kalkaska and Grand Traverse 
Counties Conservation Districts employ foresters who 
provide a variety of services to landowners. Local 
MSU Extension offices also have a variety of publi- 
cations, videos and other resources on timber man- 
agement and marketing which are available to land- 
owners. 


Turkey Federation offers seedling packet 


In its fifth year of efforts to improve the future 
habitat of the wild turkey in Michigan, the Traverse 
Bay Chapter of the National Wild Turkey Federation 
is offering for sale to the public its 1996 Wild Turkey 
Packet. 

Available on a first-come, first-served basis, the 
1996 packet consists of 52 !-year-old seedling trees 
and shrubs specifically selected for their hardiness 
and future winter food value to all types of Michigan 
wildlife. 

With the cooperation of the American Chestnut 
Council, the Traverse Bay Chapter is honored to once 
again include two I-year-old American Chestnut tree 
seedlings in each packet. 

At one time a preferred mast food of the Eastern 
Wild Turkey, true American Chestnuts were the main- 
stay of our pioneer forefathers as a food and timber 


- resource. Although blight continues to threaten the 


chestnut today, we are pleased to assist in the refores- 
tation and preservation of this great hardwood. 
Favorites included again this year are: five Silky 
Dogwood (of great food value to upland game birds), 
five High Bush Cranberry (fast-growing shrubs with 
brilliant, prolific red berries extremely popular with 
all birds, Jarge and small) five Sargent Crabapple 


trees (with fragrant spring flowers and long-lasting 


fall apples) five Hazelnut (a preferred food of wild 
turkeys) 10 Washington Hawthom (which are browse- 
resistant and provide cover to wildlife with their 
thorny limbs) and five Gray Dogwood (which not 


~_ only provide fall berries, but aromatic spring flowers 


that attract hummingbirds and honey bees). . 


New varieties being tried this year are: five Bur 


Oaks, (prolific acorn producers) and 10 Elderberry 
bushes (excellent for wildlife). All species are se- 
lected for their popularity with game birds and are 
grown successfully throughout the state. 

All proceeds from sales of the packets directly 
benefit winter feeding and future habitat — improve- 
ment programs of the Traverse Bay Chapter. The 
packets will be available for pick-up the second week 
of April, weather allowing. 

Packets must be ordered prior to March 31. Prices 
are: $30 for members of the Wild Turkey Federation, 
$40 for the public. Please include an additional $5 per 
packet if you’d like your trees shipped via UPS 
anywhere in the continental U.S. 

To order a 1996 Wild Turkey Packet, send check or

dieting can 
be avoided 


A new year has begun, and 
you're full of good intentions. 

One of your resolutions 
may be to Jose weight by go- 
ing on a diet. While dieting 
itself is a challenge, so is the 
effort to keep the weight off. 

So-called “yo-yo” dieting 
is a too-familiar routine for 
many people concerned about 
being overweight. They lose 
pounds by reducing calories. 
But once the diet is stopped 
the weight returns. 

In addition, yo-yo dieting 
has drawn attention of some 
researchers concerned about 
its safety. Several studies 
have shown that people who 
repeatedly lose and gain 
weight have a higher overall 
death rate. They also have a 
greater risk for heart disease 
and cancer than some people 
whose weight remains stable. 

The American Heart As- 
sociation points out, however, 
that other studies have not 
reported such findings and 
says additional research is 
needed. 

Even so, the AHA recom- 
mends that individuals try to 
maintain an ideal weight sim- 
ply because being obese con- 
tributes to diabetes and car- 
diovascular disease. 

The answer may be to 
gradually reduce the amount 
of food you eat. By not con- 
centrating so much on calo- 
ries, you begin to develop a 
diet for life. At the same time 
you lose weight. 

Combining physical activ- 
ity with this strategy is also 
helpful. Exercise is a surefire 
aid to successful dieting ~ 
and to keep weight off. Exer- 
cise also helps build muscle, 
which bums calories more 
quickly than other tissues. 

To sum up, the best advice 
for a would-be dieter is: De- 
velop healthful eating habits 
while you are still young, be 
physically active and reduce 
fat intake as much as pos- 
sible, being certain that the 
diet is nutritious and bal- 

anced.

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Stay safe through winter’s worst 


Some of the worst storms and coldest days of this 
winter are still ahead for northwestern Michigan. 

It’s fine to enjoy the slower paced winter lifestyle, 
but it’s also important to remember not to get too 
relaxed. Summer activities can include digging in the 
garden, mowing the lawn, or perhaps jogging or 
swimming. Without this constant type of activity in 
the winter our bodies tend to relax. It’s very important 
to give our bodies time to adjust to the strenuous 
intermittent activities that winter can demand. 

Dr. Brian Youngs, Regional Medical Director for 
District Health Department No. 3, recommends that 
“people with certain medical conditions such as hy- 


pertension or anyone over the age of 40 should con- . 


sult their physician before undertaking any strenuous 
winter activities.” 

Snow shoveling is strenuous work. It involves 
lifting heavy snow and turning and throwing each 
load. This activity strains both the heart and other 
muscles. The cold weather makes the strain even 
greater since your heart has to work overtime in order 
to keep you warm.

Snowmobiles important to tourism 


Every year we hear unfortunate reports of individu- 
als who suffer severe and sometimes fatal conse- 
quences as a result of shoveling snow, pushing cars 
out of snowbanks, or becoming over-exerted in the 
cold while hunting or ice fishing. 

It’s a good rule to avoid the kind of activity that puts 
lots of stress on your heart and upper body unless you 
are sure you’re in good enough shape to handle such 
strain. Remember that getting into proper condition 
takes more than a day or two. Ideally, we should be in 
good shape long before the first heavy accumulation 
of snow arrives. 

If you must go out to shovel you walks and drive- 
way, be certain to dress in warm clothes. Wear a hat 
or scarf, since an uncovered head guarantees a signifi- 
cant loss of body heat. 

Remind yourself that speed is not essential when 
you’re shoveling; pace yourself and take as much 
time as you need. Take rest breaks as often as you 
need them. Consider your physical condition and stay 
within your limitations.

Because snowmobiles play a vital 
role in Michigan’s tourism and recre- 
ation industry, an area lawmaker joined 
a legislative caucus dedicated to main- 


_ taining trails and promoting the sport. 


State Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
said the bipartisan group recently met 
with members of the Michigan Snow- 
mobile Association and machine manu- 
factures. Lawmakers formed the panel 
because they want budget items relat- 
ing to snowmobiles preserved in future 
years, despite the onset of term limits. 

“There will be a tremendous turnover 
in the next two elections, diminishing 
the Legislature’s institutional memory 
by 1999,” Lowe said. “During this tran- 
sition, snowmobile issues must not be 
lost in the shuffle. By banding together, 
we can raise public awareness about the 
industry and its needs.” 

Lowe, a member of the House Tour- 
ism and Recreation Committee, said

“This is a solid investment in north- 
ern Michigan’s tourism industry. While 
overlooked by some analysts, snow- 
mobile trails are an important compo- 
nent of our state’s infrastructure and 
must be adequately maintained,” Lowe 
said. 

The 105th District lawmaker also 
praised the Michigan Snowmobile As- 
sociation and local clubs for sponsor- 
ing more than 50 snowmobile safety 
classes each year. 

“While keeping our trails in top shape, 
we must also remind snowmobile rid- 
ers to operate their machines safely. 
Everyone benefits from responsible 
owners,” he said. “J encourage those 
same people to alert their legislators of 
any concerns. By keeping the lines of 
communication open, we can work to- 
gether to help the snowmobile industry 
in the years ahead.”
